SoAv  the  seed  in  drills,  about  one  inch  deep,  and  the 
rows  about  one  foot  apart.  Keep  the  soil  mellow 
and  free  from  weeds  during  the  summer  and  in  the 
fall  or  succeeding  spring  the  plants  should  be 
set  about  one  foot  apart  and  the  crown  four  inches 
below  the  surface.  The  beds  should  be  narrow  so  as 
to  permit  of  cutting  to  the  center.  Before  winter 
cover  the  transplanted  beds  with  about  four  inches  of 
manure.  Salt  is  an  excellent  manure  for  asparagus. 
Sow  a little  on  the  surface  in  the  spring  and  it  will 
keep  down  the  weeds.  The  young  tops  may  be  cut 
for  the  table  the  second  summer,  but  not  very  freely 
until  the  third.

stalks. Lest  this  cov- 
ering be  displaced  by 
the  wind,  a light  layer 
of  earth  is  necessary. 

So  soon  as  this  surface 
soil  becomes  frozen 
about  six  or  eight 
inches  more  of  earth 
should  be  placed  over 

the  entire  heap.  By  Mammoth  Long  Red 
following  up  this  grad-  Mangel 

ual  process  of  cover- 
ing, all  danger  of  heating  will  be  obviat- 
ed, and  the  roots  will  keep  in  perfect  order.

CULTURE — Soil  for  Cabbage  should  be  a rich  and  heavy  loam,  with  good  drainage.  Start 
seed  for  early  varieties  in  a hot  bed  or  in  boxes  in  the  house.  In  a month  the  plants  will  be 
in  condition  to  transplant,  taking  care,  in  planting,  to  set  the  young  plants  down  to  the  first 
leaves.  Transplant  in  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  setting  the  plants  two  feet 
apart  one  way  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  inches  the  other,  according  to  the  variety.  For 
late  or  winter  crops  the  seed  is  sown  in  May,  and  the  plants  set  out  in  the  second  week  of  July. 
In  this  case  they  are  set  in  rows  2 by  3 feet,  so  as  to  work  them  with  a horse  and  cultivator. 
To  destroy  the  green  worm  that  is  so  destructive  to  the  leaves  and  heads  of  Cabbage  and  Cauli- 
flower, an  experienced  grower  says;  “Take  one  ounce  of  saltpetre  and  dissolve  it  in  twelve 


quarts  of  water,  then  take  a short-handled  wl 
the  plants  well.  One  application  is  sufficient 
The  liquid  being  perfectly  clear,  never  colors 
the  turnip  flea  from  attacking  the  young  plants, 
them  as  soon  as  they  appear  above  the  ground.

In  the  garden  the  better  way  is  to  set  the  plants  in  shallow  trenches — we  say 
shallow,  for  it  is  obviously  a bad  plan  to  remove  all  the  good  soil  (as  must  be  done  in  a deep 
trench)  and  put  the  plants  in  that  which  is  poor.  The  plants  may  be  set  in  a single  row 
in  a narrow  trench,  or  the  trench  may  be  made  into  a bed  wide  enough  to  hold  two,  three  or 
four  rows,  and  in  that  case  the  plants  are  in  a compact  form,  to  be  covered  for  the  winter 
where  they  grow.

— Soil  for  Onions  should  be 
rich  in  humus  and  plant  food.  Fresh  stable 
manure  and  barnyard  litters  are  entirely  out 
of  place  on  the  Onion  field.  They  are  usually 
loaded  with  weed  seeds  and  Avill  interfere  very 
much  with  tillage.  Compost  heaps  will  de- 
stroy the  weed  seeds  and  put  the  manures  in 
such  condition  that  they  Avill  readily  mix 
with  the  soil.

Use  Bordeaux  mixture 
for  blight  and  arsenate  of 
lead  for  the  Colorado 
beetle,  or  if,  as  is  often 
the  case,  both  these  con- 
ditions prevail,  use  the 
two  in  combination.  W-e 
recommend  Tuber  ' Tonic 
(Shei’win  Williams)  for 
this  purpose  knowing 
it  to  be  effective,  and 
Ave  belieA’e  it  Avill  also 
increase  the  crop  and 
improA'e  the  quality.
